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Beware The Whiplash Injury

No one in this country can be unaware of the appalling number of auto¬ 
mobile accidents being reported daily in our newspapers, or of the considerable 
elTorts of government, manufacturers, insurance carriers, non-profit organiza¬ 
tions and individuals to reduce the great numbers of resultant injuries and 
deaths - said actually to total two of every 50 persons in the nation per year. 
As a result of these efforts there are better engineered highways and traffic con¬ 
trols, driver education programs, safety inspections, improved car design as 
well as more than one special device aimed at protecting the car occupants in 
case of a crash. These are all logical and helpful aids toward car safety. Never¬ 
theless the carnage goes on. Both drivers and passengers seem never to cease 
furnishing discouraging proof of the dictum, ‘‘to know is not (necessarily) to 
do.” 

One injury which is frequent and also unique to automobile accidents is 
whiplash, so called because it appears to be the result of a sudden backward 
snap of the head followed often by an equally forceful forward flexion. It 
occurs when a standing, or relatively slow moving car is rammed from the rear 
by another car. 

Whiplash injuries occur most frequently, as might be expected, during rush 
hours when traffic is congested and often moving rapidly. A car slows sud¬ 
denly for any of a variety of reasons, and the next driver jams on his brakes 
only to be struck by the car following and propelled into the car ahead. The 
driver of this middle car, his muscles tensed by his efforts to stop his forward 
progress, may well suffer no neck injury, but the more relaxed passenger be¬ 
side him has her (it’s more often “her” than “his”) head snapped violently 
backward by the first impact from behind and then forward again as her car 
strikes the one ahead. The resulting injury to the ligaments and muscles of 
the neck can be both prolonged and disabling. 

As with all injuries, the best treatment of whiplash is prevention. 

Better driving habits all around could mean very few, rather than the many 
accidents of this sort. Predisposing behavior includes “jockeying” in and out 
of heavy traffic, “tailgating”, or just generally not maintaining a distance 
from the car ahead at least equal to one car length for every 10 miles per hour 
being travelled. Other conti ibuting causes arc not using directional signals 
and failure to flash brake lights in anticipation of slowing or stopping. It may 
be forgotten that a hand signal can reinforce the mechanical signals and under¬ 
score the urgency of a given situation. 

It should, of course, be unnecessary to emphasize the dangers of driving 
with defective brakes or signal lights or of allowing one’s vision to be distracted 
or to be obscured by dirt, snow, fogging or faulty rear vision mirrors. 

Then there are devices which can be installed in cars to lessen the severity 
of whiplash injury when accidents do occur. These all consist basically of 
head rests, variously designed and intended to support the passenger’s head 
and prevent it being displaced backward at the moment of impact. Although 
theoretically sound, many of the models on the market are potentially simply 
added hazards because they are too flimsy or too insecurely attached to the 
back of the seat to withstand the force applied to them in a collision. Others 
can break, leaving jagged metal capable of seriously injuring the head or neck. 
It is essential, therefore, to choose one that is both effective and safe. These 
three points are important. First, choose a head rest that is adjustable to 
torso height so that the padded section fits against the back of the skull, not 
against the neck or the top of the head. Second, select the sturdiest head rest 
you can find - one which appears capable of absorbing a really strong force 
and preferably one that is factory installed. Third, select one that is padded 
in the back as well as in the front, else it can be a serious hazard to back seat 
passengers who may be thrown forward by a sudden stop, or head-on collision. 


McCann High School Students Make 
Surgical Instrument For Hospital

A replica of a Balfour Retractor, a 
surgical instrument necessary in per¬ 
forming hysterectomies and other 
operations, was designed and built by 
several students and their instructor, 
William J. Roberts, at the Charles 
H. McCann Vocational Technical 
High School. 

Previously, only one Balfour Re¬ 
tractor of this type was owned by the 
North Adams Hospital. When it be¬ 
came apparent that more than one 
was necessary another was ordered 
from the supplier. Upon receipt it 
was discovered that the' design had 
been changed somewhat and these 
changes were not completely accepta¬ 
ble by the surgeons at the local hospi¬ 
tal. 

After informing the McCann 
School of their plight, the original re¬ 
tractor was loaned to the Machine 
Technology department for a few 
hours. During this short period of 
time, snapshots and drawings were 
made of the instrument. 

From the drafting board the draw¬ 
ings were taken to the school machine 
shop where the work of making this 
complex piece of equipment was be¬ 
gun. 

The original retractor was made of 
machine steel and then chrome plated 
to prevent corrosion while the su¬ 
perior new instrument is made en¬ 
tirely of rust-proof stainless steel. 

The alignment bars, unlike the 
original square design, were re-de- 
signed round to eliminate excessive 
square edges. Location and posi¬ 
tioning of movable parts was a- 


chievcd by special key slop rods. A 
forming punch and die was designed 
to produce the complicated scoop of 
the retractor. 

The retractor called for very in¬ 
tricate machining, forming, finish 
filing, buffing, and a great deal of 
hand work by students of the Ma¬ 
chine Technology department who 
were responsible for its production. 

Upon completion the much needed 
instrument was a welcomed gift to 
the Operating Room at the North 
Adams Hospital.

Cardiac teaching conferences pro¬ 
viding top experts in cardiology who 
conduct seminars for physicians on the 
latest methods in treating heart dis¬ 
ease are sponsored by the Associa¬ 
tion. 

Similar meetings on nursing tech¬ 
niques are held for nurses. 

instruction in cardiopulmonary re¬ 
suscitation - the simultaneous ap¬ 
plication of mouth-to-mouth breath¬ 
ing and closed chest heart massage 
has been given to over 7,500 people 
throughout the state during the past 
two years. 

In as many as one out of four cases 
a person properly trained in CPR 
might be able to save the life of a per¬ 
son whose heart has stopped if the 
technique is applied within 4-5 
minutes. 

During 1967, the Heart Association 
placed over 7,000 phone calls from 
its state office in Concord to the offices 
of physicians throughout the state. 
The calls gave reports of the presence 
of Beta strep in throat cultures taken 
by the doctors and sent to the State 
Health Department Laboratory in 
Concord. The physician then de¬ 
termines treatment as the result of 
the report and is able to take steps 
toward the prevention of rheumatic 
fever which is often followed by rheu¬ 
matic heart disease. 

The Heart Association and the 
Division of Vocational Rehabilita¬ 
tion cosponsor a Work Evaluation 
Unit which started in October at 
Hitchcock Clinic. Physicians who 
are hesitant to return cardiac pa¬ 
tients to work can send them to this 
Unit where a team, consisting of a 
cardiologist, social worker, internist, 
psychiatrist and DVR counselor, ex¬ 
amine the patient and jointly recom¬ 
mend a work program. 

Recently a truck driver who had 
been the victim of a heart attack and 
who was thought unfit for work was 
returned to full-time duty. 

Professional education materials 
are distributed free throughout the 
state to physicians, nurses, and tea¬ 
chers, providing information on re¬ 
ducing the risk of heart attack. 

The Heart Association paid $1,500 
during the past year for tuition for 
nurses who received training at Mary 
Hitchcock Hospital in the specialized 
nursing involved in Coronary Care 
Units. 

These units, designed for cardiac 
patients in need of intensive 24-hour 
surveillance can provide emergency 
treatment immediately without a 
doctor present, and can save many 
lives. 

Six Coronary Care Units are now 
in operation in the state, and the 
Heart Association is promoting more. 

The Heart Association is a volun¬ 
tary agency, affiliated with the Ameri¬ 
can Heart Association, but its pro¬ 
grams are determined by a local 
Board of Directors. 

During 1968, the Heart Associa¬ 
tion will begin new programs includ¬ 
ing a Heart Information Service in 
Nashua, and the organization of local 
volunteer units to promote educa¬ 
tional material concerning the heart 
and its care.

The Board is composed of seven members elected at the Annual 
Meeting for a period of three years. Officers are elected from the Board for 
one year terms.

Monthly meetings are held to carry on business. Treasurer’s reports, 
committee reports, and delinquency reports are read and reviewed with ap¬ 
propriate action taken as deemed necessary. New members are accepted, 
and regulations are made which are necessary to solve current problems or 
provide new services. 

The Board must operate the Credit Union in such a manner as to protect 
the member’s interest, provide service, and assure business will be operated 
in an efficient and orderly manner. Remember, YOU, the members, are the 
Credit Union.

The primary function of the Supervisory Committee is to make sure the 
affairs of the Credit Union are always in order. This is done by auditing the 
records periodically, spot checking accounts and bank reconciliations, check¬ 
ing bank accounts against ledgers, and watching out for the members interest. 
This committee also checks to see that bylaws are being properly executed 
and the rules and regulations of the Credit Union are being observed. Any 
member of this Committee is available to aid all members desiring assistance 
with problems they may have or questions they wish answered. It is a re¬ 
warding duty to report to the members of our Credit Union that its affairs 
are in order and the conscientious efforts of the Board of Directors, the Trea¬ 
surer, our Clerk and Bookkeeper are what keep it in this manner.

Manager's Desk 

For many years the cost of health insurance has been increasing at a terrific 
rate. A significant reason for this spiral is the frequency of two different in¬ 
surances paying for the same bill. This is called duplication of payments, and 
this is how it happens: 

A man is covered by group health insurance at one company and his wife is 
covered by group health insurance at another company. Both have each other 
as dependents. The wife has an operation costing $700. Her insurance pays 
$500. and her husband’s pays $500. (she is a dependent on his insurance). 
They receive a total amount of $1,000. from the group health plans. The 
couple "makes” $300. This extra amount is an unwarranted added amount 
and contrary to the concept that low cost group insurance is to help pay ex¬ 
penses incurred. It is not for profit making. 

In an effort to control costs and to maintain desirable benefits, most in¬ 
surance companies have agreed among themselves to a non-duplication pro¬ 
gram. This means that the company insuring a sick or injured person will 
pay as much of the bill as possible under their benefit schedule. The other 
insurance company who carries the sick or injured person as a dependent will 
pay the rest of the bill, if possible, according to their schedule. In our example, 
the wife’s insurance would pay $500. and the husband’s insurance would pay 
$200. This would pay the total $700. operation costs. 

In most instances the entire bill is paid for in this manner, but in any event 
the benefits paid out by both companies will not exceed the total bill. 

Non-duplication applies to group insurance plans only. Any private plan 
a person might have does not come under the non-duplication clause. In 
these circumstances full payment of benefits could be expected from both the 
group and the private insurance company on the same bill.

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HEALTH & SAFETY 

by Loretta Vaillancourt, R.N. 

Snow and ice may be a joy to 
children but adults often frown upon 
winter. Keep your walks and steps 
clear of snow and ice. Alternating 
cold and thawing create hazardous 
conditions. Use salt and sand freely 
on icy walks. Watch out for icicles 
which may form along the edge of the 
roof. Remove these often. Many 
serious personal injuries occur during 
winter months. 

Watch out for over-exhaustion 
when shoveling snow. Take it easy, 
especially if you are over forty. If 
you have heart trouble or very high 
blood pressure, do not shovel snow 
at all. 

If you are a winter sports enthusiast, 
play safe. When planning on skating 
or ice fishing on a pond, make sure it 
is safe. Thin ice spells DANGER. 
Experts agree that ice with a min¬ 
imum of two inches in thickness on a 
small not too deep pond, is safe if the 
temperature has not risen above the 
freezing mark. 

Skiing is another popular winter 
sport. If you do any skiing make sure 
your equipment is in good condition. 
Beginners should get proper instruc¬ 
tions. “Knowing how” can prevent 
many accidents. 

Coasting is enjoyed especially by 
children. Make sure your children 
slide on hills set aside for the purpose. 
Warn them against sliding on tho¬ 
roughfares. Motorists may not see 
them or may not be able to stop for 
them. 

Winter can be one of the most 
pleasant seasons of the year, if we learn 
to work and play in moderation, eat 
well and get sufficient rest. 

LIFE SAVING LESSON 

Twenty-eight Sprague employes 
recently participated in a training 
session sponsored by the New Hamp¬ 
shire Heart Association. The train¬ 
ing program consisted of the film 
PULSE OF LIFE and a lecture and 
demonstration by Doctor Wilfrid L. 
Fortin. The film and lecture dis¬ 
cussed the A B C’s of heart and lung 
resuscitation by the closed chest 
method as outlined below. 

If patient is unconscious: 

Airway must be open - check 
mouth and throat for obstacles 
and with patient on hack place 
your hand under neck and lift, 
allowing head to tilt back. 

If patient is not breathing: 

Breath into patient’s mouth pinch¬ 
ing the patient’s nose closed or 
breath into patient’s nose. With 
small children it may be advis¬ 
able to breath into nose and 
mouth simultaneously. Each 
breath should inflate patient’s 
lungs. IJ a pulse can be felt - 12 
lung inflations a minute are recom¬ 
mended. 

If no pulse is present pupils will be 
dilated and circulation of blood 
must be restored by “restarting” 
the heart. Depress the sternum 
1 Vi to 2 inches each second. 
(The sternum is located in the 
center of the chest where the ribs 
join. Depression of the sternum 
compresses the heart.)

STATE-CITY PAYROLLS 
SHOW HUGE GAINS 

In the last ten years, the number of 
state-local government employes in¬ 
creased at a rate about four times as 
fast as the population - and the cost of 
paying them increased at a rate nearly 
nine times the population growth rate, 
the Tax Foundation stated. 

In a new survey of state-local 
government, the Foundation deter¬ 
mined that state-local government em¬ 
ployes increased from 5.3 million to 
8.6 million, or a 63 per cent increase; 
that the monthly cost of paying them 
increased from $1,566 million to 
$3,808 million or by 143 per cent. 

Meanwhile, the population of the 
country rose from 168 million to 196 
million or 17 per cent.

One “operator” should alternate 
two quick lung inflations with 15 
compressions. 

Two operators - interpose one 
inflation after every fifth com¬ 
pression. 

Those employes participating were 
given an opportunity to practice 
their lessons on a manikin designed 
to respond in a life-like manner to 
emergency cardiopulmonary resusci¬ 
tation.

Design Engineer Sidney Kelly Wins 
1968 New England Judo Championship

Sidney Kelly, Design Engineer in 
the Mechanical Engineering group, 
has won the New England Judo 
Championship for 1968. Mr. Kelly 
represented the Dalton Boys’ Club 
at the Boston Gardens where he was 
picked to compete in the National 
Judo Championship in California 
later this year. 

A recent acquisition to the Com¬ 
pany from across the ocean, Mr. 
Kelly is a member of the Mechanical 
Engineering staff headed by Ronald 
A. Baker, also from England. A 
giant redwood tree in miniature could 
easily describe this handsome, care¬ 
free and clever gentleman. He likes 
to be called Sid by his fast growing 
list of friends and by merely meeting 
him, you can see strength and quiet¬ 
ness; a well-mannered man who 
speaks softly. You would never guess 
that Sid was the owner of the Black 
Belt. The Black Belt is the highest 
degree awarded to an individual who 
masters the system of Judo. 

Sid is a master of Judo. Most peo¬ 
ple generally mistake the art of Judo 
as a sport which injures or renders the 
attackers paralyzed by blows struck. 
This is a fallacy. Judo is a segment 
of Jujitsu, which, with holds, falls, and 
body maneuvers, can pin your oppon¬ 
ent and hold him. Many colleges and 
clubs hold team meets for Judo con¬ 
tests. A correct throw will score 
points. Sid points out that he is not 
a karati or Jujitsu man. The art of 
Judo is set aside from this type of 
combat, although Judo stems from 
the more violent art of Jujitsu, some¬ 
times spelled Jujutsu. Jujitsu is a 
Japanese system of attack and de¬ 
fense, based on a form of physical cul¬ 
ture, combined with a knowledge of 
anatomy, enabling the expert to at¬ 
tack the weakest and most sensitive 
parts of his adversary’s body. The 
origin of Jujitsu dates back to the 
Samurai, who were the feudal mili¬ 
tary caste of Japan. Sid describes 
Jujitsu as a large number of disabling 
grips and blows struck with the edge 
of the hand at sensitive nerve centers,

such as the armpit or the side of the 
neck. Whereas, in defense the Judo 
expert invariably gives way before 
an attack, allowing the attacker’s 
own impetus to throw him off his 
balance, and give an opening for a 
disabling hold. Sid claims that skill 
at Judo does not demand muscular 
strength, and it thus has the advant¬ 
age of neutralizing physical differ¬ 
ences between combatants. Mr. 
Kelly continues to work at Judo 
whenever possible, working out at 
the local YMCA or at the nearest 
Army base which makes available 
its personnel to the Sprague master. 
Probably one of these nights we could 
entice Sid to give a demonstration. 
I think it would be most interesting. 

New Book Features 
Chapter By Flanders 

Courtney W. Flanders, Manager 
of Corporate Training, is author of a 
chapter in a recently published book 
Managing the Instructional Program¬ 
ming Effort by Geary A. Rummler, 
Joseph P. Yaney and Albert W. 
Schrader. The book contains chap¬ 
ters provided by training directors 
from several different companies and 
strives to answer the question, “How 
will programmed learning help solve 
training problems in my organiza¬ 
tion?” 

In Mr. Flanders’ chapter he notes

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Star Quarterback Greg Landry, Son Of 
Nashua Employe, Picked By Detroit Lions 


Greg Landry, son of Fannie Landry 
a Test Control Operator at the 
Nashua Resistor Division, and star 
quarterback of the University of 
Massachusetts football team last sea¬ 
son, was picked by the Detroit Lions 
of the National Football League in the 
combined college draft by the Na¬ 
tional and American Football Leagues 
in New York. 

Landry was selected as quarter¬ 
back for the 1967 All-New England 
College Football Team and received 
the Harry Agganis Memorial Award 
for being the outstanding back in 
New England. 

Greg was also the recipient of the 
George Bulger Lowe Award as the 
outstanding college football player 
in New England, and was selected 
for the Small College All-American 
football team as a first team offensive 
backfield. 

The 6-3, 190-pounder ran and 
passed for 1,819 yards in nine games. 
He passed for six touchdowns and 
ran for eight more. For these ac¬ 
complishments, he was given the dis¬ 
tinction of being picked by the De¬ 
troit Lions ahead of many highly 
publicized quarterbacks. 

The talented quarterback from the 
University of Massachusetts directed 
the Yankee squad to a 24 — 0 victory 
in the North-South College All-Star 


Game in Miami, Florida. Landry 
engineered drives in the second 
and fourth quarters which ended 
in touchdowns for the North squad 
in the Shrine series for the benefit of 
crippled children. 

Greg is a ’64 graduate of Nashua 
Senior High School. He was an out¬ 
standing football star at Nashua 
High, under the coaching of Charles 
W. “Buzz” Harvey and line coach 
Tony Marandos. 

Greg Landry’s star-studded career 
at the University of Massachusetts 
was replete with numerous records 
and personal achievements. During 
his three year varsity career, the Red- 
men won 20 games while losing only 
seven. After UMass lost a Yankee 
Conference game and subsequently 
the Conference championship to 
Maine in the opening game of the 
1965 season, Landry led the Redmen 
to 14 consecutive Conference vic¬ 
tories enroute to regaining the “Bean- 
pot” last season and successfully de¬ 
fending it this year. 

Described by his coach, Vic Fusia, 
as being “the total football player”, 
Landry had great success both as a 
runner and passer, amassing a 
total offense of 4,763 yards, which 
established him as the greatest offen¬ 
sive performer in New England col¬ 
legiate history. 

He holds the UMass career records 
in rushing, rushing attempts, passing 
yardage, passing attempts and pass 
completions. He also set new school 
records for season and single game 
rushing yardage, as well as season 
rushing attempts. 

His best passing and running games 
both came in his sophomore year, as 
he completed 20 passes for 200 yards 
and three touchdowns against Ver¬ 
mont, and ran 204 yards enroute to 
a single game total offense record of 
396 yards against New Hampshire. 

Landry’s 22 career touchdowns 
placed him second among UMass 
scorers, and he also threw for 16 
scores. 

Many more honors are sure to come 
Landry’s way in the not too far dis¬ 
tant future.
